Additional Light Thromi on 
Subject of ]^iochemistry 



'-The first meetiiflr. «.f - ~he- -McGill 
Chemical Society wii held ia .the large 
lecture room of the Macdonald Chem 
istry building Friday, October .27, at 
S odock. 

The speaker of the day was Dr. A. 
B. Macallum, who chose for bis sub- 
ject "Surface Tension and Living Mat 
ter." After a preliminary survey of 
the forces involved in .surface tension 
Dr. Macallum gave, an account of the 
way in which these forces affect the 
life of cells and .emphasized their im 
portance in all life processes. The 
speaker's own method, introdticed into 
the study of Biochemistry some years 
ago, had been of value in throwing 
light upon the concentration of ions 
at the interfaces, of cells with the re^ 
suit that surface tension effects in the 
cell had become visible under the mic 
roscQpe, 

A new study of Mocri-biochemistry 
had arisen. It was possible now to 
study the variations of the concentra 
tiens of potassium or hydrogen ions 
during various stages of the life his 
tory of the cell, and consequently many 
mysterious processes such as the di' 
vision or conjugation of cells could be 
traced to the effect of surface tension 
.\s an occtilar demonstration of ' the 
results to be obtained by the new 
methods, the speaker showed on the 
screen many views of cells from 
great number of sources, exhibiting 
the surface tension ■ efifects. Thej 
views were received by the audience 
with great interest, and even applause. 

The meeting closed v/ith a few 
words of thanks and appreciation by 
Dr. Ruttan for the excellent lecture 
by one who has done so much to fur- 
ther the advance of the science of Bio- 
chemistry.

- ' but it is a notice, nevertheless, that should be of concern to students in 

other faculties as well. It is but an example of the work that might 
>j,^jtiKS^^' undertaken by the university in assisting, in a financial way, those 

pursuing a course leading towards a degree at McGill ; the benefits that 
'i-''' ^ja^eî certain to result to a limited number from the inauguration of this 

- ' --scheme will be but an earnest example of the advantages that would 

" accrue to the student body as a whole if some efficient and popular 
method were devised of placing before the men and women at college 
thé privilege of purchasing their books, instruments and sundries at a 

■ convenient station, at reduced prices, and, preferably, under university 
management. 

This brings us to the old question of the feasibility of the establish- 
ment of a University Book .Store. Under present conditions the ob 
taining of books is a real problem for the student new to Montreal, as 
for the undergraduate who has been here for a year or. more, involv 
ing as it does the selection from a number of advertisers of the most 
desirable, succeeded by journeys to various parts of the city in an en 
deavour to secure what is desired. In addition to these handicaps, there 
is no agent for the effective distributioti of second-hand class neccs- 
saries, suéti as books and instruments, which woçjd afford the buyer a 
^^^^'considerable saving. In the obviating of these difficulties alone, a Uni- 



miy'^trsity Book Store would be a boon. 

.. -l.In the lack of a University Book Store, McGill is delinquent in 
a respect in which other younger and smaller Canadian universities arc 
not wanting. At McGill there exists the need, the opportunity and the 
support for such an enterprise as there docs in other institutions of 
I'^i- /learning. The pica for a Book Store is not new, but it remains today 
'l' ; !«as pertinent as ever it did in previous years. It will come in time, of 
.^i^iat there can be no doubt; that it may come in time to be ofsproBt to 
Iv^ll^me of those now attending lectures, we can but hope.

Displaying truly spectacular tcimis, 
Willard F. Crocker in the fourth hard 
fought set defeated his opponent on Sat- 
urday afternoon in the final round of 
the Canadian ■ Indoor Tennis Champion- 
ship, winning a hard earned victory over 
A. J. Veysey, 6-3, 6—3, 3-6, 6—1. 
Croker's final triumph was expected by 
many though the closeness of the play 
came as a surprise to a large number. 
The veteran Veysey put up a great fight 
against his young oponent, forcing the 
McGill player to' give a truly champion- 
shin exhibition and to display all his 
quickness of foot and suppleness of 
body in returning some of the older 
man's tricky volleys. Crocker's over- 
head was perfect, and his spectacular 
rallies v<-crc a great feature of the 
game, and one of the most telling fac- 
tors in securing his victory. 

In the doubles, which were won by 
W. F. Crocker and Jack Wright, de- 
feating E. H. Laframboise and Leroy 
Rennie in three straight sci;, 6—3, 6—3. 
6 — 4, the brilliance displayed by Wriglr. 
in the semi-final round on Friday was 
again evident, and with his champion 
partner playing an even better game 
than in the semi-final, despite the fact 
that barely fifteen minutes had elapsed 
since the strenuous four sets of the 
singles final, even a combination that 
included a former Dominion champioii 
was not good enough to overcome tlie 
two youthful collegians. Here again 
rallying provided the thrills of the 
match, and -though Laframboisu placet! 
what were next to' impossible balls, 
either Crocker with his remarkable speed 
or Wright with his backhand' strokes, 
would get the ball back to the marvelling, 
but iniprepared couple on the other side 
of the net. 

^^'illiard F. Crocker, the singles 
chaiiipion, is a native, of Quincy, Mas 
sachusetts, and is a third year medical 
student at McGill. Twenty-four years 
of age, he has been playing tennis for 
the last ten ycar.s, is regarded as a fu- 
ture Davis Cup player, and in him many 
look for the greatest tennis phiyer of his 
time in Canada. He won the Ontario 
and Quebec open championships this 
summer, and has several times been 
champion of the intercollegiate series 
With Wright he made an excellent show- 
ing against Shimidzu and Kashio, the 
Japanese Davis Cup players, and singly 
against Wertheim, who was taken into 
three sets to defeat the McGill man. 
Crocker gained considerable fame in 
U. S. tennis circles through his brilliant 
tourney play during the summer.
